THE SILVER BILL HAS PASSED
"BOTH HOUSES

After a Lively Wrangle in the House-=
It Will Be Sent to the President on
Monday--It Will Give an Additional

Circulation of $57,000,000 Per An-
num.,

WasHINGTON, July 12'—After routine
business the Senate renewed the con-
sideration of the shipping bills.

Mr. Vest quoted from a speech of
